AN ACT to amend chapter 525 of the general laws of 1866, en-
titled "an act to regulate the mode of repairing mill-dams by 
joint owners." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 525 of the general laws of givmascaalia  tpoier.  
1865 is hereby amended, by adding thereto the follow- 
ing: "The provisions of this act shall extend to booms 
and piers owned, used and occupied by two or more 
persons jointly, which have been heretofore or which 
shall be hereafter erected, and which are necessary for 
the enjoyment of the mills to which such booms and 
piers are appendages ; and any party aggrieved shall 
have the same right to enforce the maintaining of such 
booms and piers, and the same remedies, and may be en-
forced in the same manner, that the repairing and 
maintaining of mill-dams are effected by virtue of this 
act." 

SEGrioN 2. The provisions of this act shall apply pott veicazeutose  
as well to persons who are the legal or equitable own- the daras,boome 

ers of such mill-dams or booms and piers, and who and piers.  
use and occupy the same, as to the abolute owners 
thereof 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
